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HISTORY   OF   THE  COLLEGE. 


St.  Andrew's  College,  Bradfield,  was  founded  by  the  late  Rev.  Thomas  Stevens,  M.A., 
Rector  of  Bradfield,  and  was  first  opened  as  a  School  in  January,  1850,  and  by  deed  of  Settle- 
ment, bearing  date  i6th  May,  1859,  was  made  a  perpetual  Foundation  "for  the  encouragement 
of  religious  and  useful  learning,  and  for  the  careful  education  of  Boys,  as  loving  children  of  the 
Church  of  England  ;"  and  at  the  same  time  and  place  the  freehold  site  with  the  College  buildings 
and  playfields,  containing  13  .  i  .  o  acres  were  granted  and  conveyed  by  the  Founder  to  the 
Right  Honourable  George  William  Baron  Lyttleton  ;  the  Right  Honourable  William 
EwART  Gladstone,  D.C.L.  ;  Sir  William  Heathcote,  Baronet,  D.C.L.,  Members  of  Parlia- 
ment for  the  University  of  Oxford  ;  Sir  Frederic  Rogers,  Baronet ;  Thomas  Dyke  Acland, 
Esquire,  D.C.L.  ;  William  Mount,  Esquire;  Goldwin  Smith,  Regius  Professor  of  Modern 
History,  and  FeDow  of  University  College,  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  Esquire  ;  the  Rev.  John 
Wilder,  Fellow  of  Eton  College  ;  the  Rev.  John  Marriott,  of  Bradfield  ;  the  Rev.  James 
Elwin  Millard,  Fellow  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen  College,  Oxford  ;  Arthur  Powell,  Esquire  ; 
George  Henry  Drew,  Esquire  ;  and  William  Ford,  Esquire ;  to  be  held  by  them  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  in  trust  for  the  purposes  aforesaid," 

In  1862  A  ROYAL  CHARTER  was  obtained,  by  which  the  original  intention  of  the 
Founder,  and  the  Statutes  given  by  him  for  securing  its  fulfilment,  were  "  ratified  and  confirmed." 
And  by  the  said  Charter,  among  other  things,  it  was  "granted,  constituted,  and  appointed,  as 
follows,  that  is  to  say  : — That  the  School  which  has  been  hitherto  carried  on  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Indenture  of  the  i6th  May,  1859,  and  the  Statutes  therein  referred  to,  shall  hereafter  be 
carried  on,  and  shall  be  called  or  known  by  the  name  of  Saint  Andrew's  College,  Bradfield,"  and 
that  "  the  persons  who  at  the  date  of  this  Our  Charter  shall  fill  the  respective  Offices  of  Warden 
and  Trustees  of  the  said  School,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Indenture  of  the  i6th  day 
of  May,  1859,  and  the  said  Statutes,  and  such  persons  as  shall  from  time  to  time  thereafter  fill  the 
respective  Offices  of  Warden  and  Trustees  pursuant  to  the  said  provisions,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  constituted  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Warden  and  Council  of 
Saint  Andrew's  College,  Bradfield."

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NOTES  OF  INTEREST  TO  OLD  BOYS. 


The  following  are  notes  of  events  which  have  taken  place,  or  of  institutions 
which  have  been  established,  since  the  publication  of  the  Register  of  1888. 

Chapel,  The  Nave  of  the  School  Chapel  has  been  built  by  public  sub- 

scription at  a  cost  of  more  than  ^^5000  from  the  designs  of 
Mr.  John  Oldrid  Scott  (O.B.B.),  the  Hon.  Architect  to  the  Col- 
lege. It  is  estimated  that  at  least  ^5000  more  will  be  needed 
to  complete  the  building. 

The  School  now  worship  exclusively  in  the  Chapel,  which  was 
consecrated  on  June  29th,  1892. 

An  Organ  is  being  built  by  Messrs.  Bishop,  of  250,  Marylebone 
Road. 

The  Fund  for  this  object  was  set  on  foot  by  mothers  of  such 
Bradfield  Boys  as  had  been  educated  under  the  present  Warden, 
but  the  subscription  list  has  since  been  thrown  open. 

A  Committee  was  formed  last  year  (1892)  to  open  a  subscrip- 
tion list  among  the  friends  of  the  late  Rev.  W.  J.  H.  Campion 
(O.B.B.)  This  Committee  decided  that  the  Memorial  to  him 
should  take  the  form  of  a  Holy  Table,  as  well  as  of  a  Tablet,  to 
be  presented  to  the  New  Chapel.  Mr.  J.  O.  Scott  (O.B.B.),  was 
invited  to  design  the  Table,  and  the  Warden  to  write  suitable 
inscriptions  on  that  and  on  the  Tablet. 

Mission.  The  School  now  support  by  Sunday  Evening  Offertories  Four 

Waifs  and  Strays  in  the  Bishop  of  Bedford's  Central  Home,  and 
also  maintain  the  Crew  of  the  Mission  Steamer  plying  on  Lake 
Nyassa  and  belonging  to  the  Universities'  Mission  to  Central 
Africa. 

The  Early  Communion  Offertories  are  principally  given  to 
Charities  in  the  Parish  of  Bradfield. 

Council.  Since  the  publication  of  the  Register  of  1888,  the  Earl  of 

Stamford  and  Mr.  John  Oldrid  Scott,  both  O.B.B.,  have  joined 
the  Council  of  the  College  :  also  Sir  Edmund  Hay  Currie.

Numbers.  The  Numbers  of  the  School  have  risen  from  155  in  Christmas 

Term,  1888,  to  213  in  Christmas  Term,  1892.  The  School  House 
numbers  150,  and  is  quite  full. 

Army  House.  The  old  Sanatorium  was  added  to  in  1889  and  converted  into 
an  Army  House,  with  a  Master's  private  house  attached. 

Sanatorium.  A  new  Sanatorium,  on  the  Reading  Road,  was  built  in  1889, 
on  land  made  over  to  the  Corporation  by  Blackall  Simonds, 
Esq.  (O.B.B.) 

Junior  School.  Further  additions  have  been  made  to  Hillside  since  1888. 
The  School  numbers  33. 

Greek  A  Chalk  Pit,  near  Hillside,  belonging  to  the  present  Warden, 

Theatre  and 

Plays.  was  converted  by  him  in  1890  into  a  Greek  Theatre,  and  in  the 
Summer  of  that  year  the  Antigone  of  Sophocles,  in  the  original 
Greek,  was  performed  by  College  Boys.  In  June,  1892,  the 
Agamemnon  of  ^schylus  was  played. 

Class  Rooms.  Two  fresh  Class  Rooms,  with  Masters'  Rooms  above,  were 
erected  in  1890 — 91,  on  Corporate  Property,  in  the  School 
Quadrangle,  which  has  been  enlarged  and  turfed. 

Laboratory.  The  Old  Village  School,  near  the  Red  House,  is  now  rented 
by  the  College  and  fitted  up  as  a  Science  Room. 

New  Cricket      The  Chalk  Pit  in  the  Rectory  Glebe  between  the  College 
Ground. 

Grounds  and  the  Rectory  has  been  levelled  by  Mr.  Simonds, 
and  is  being  rented  from  him  by  the  College  as  a  Cricket  and 
Football  Ground. 

Shakespearian    The  Shakespearian  Society  still  flourishes,  while  the  Debating 
Societies.     Society  leads  a  spasmodic  existence. 

Rifle  Corps.  The  B.C.  R.V.C.,  which  sends  a  representative  VHI.  to  shoot 
at  Bisley*  for  the  Ashburton  Shield,  open  to  Public  Schools,  has 
done  so  well  as  to  deserve  a  special  place  in  this  chronicle  of 
events,  having  gained  the  best  shooting  average  in  this  competi- 
tion of  any  Public  School  (Charterhouse  School  alone  excepted,) 
since  1886.  The  average  number  of  Schools  competing  has  been 
20.
